By  the  time  this  Folio  reaches  you  the  printer  will  be  putting  Volume  1  No.  1  of 
the  KPFK  Folio  on  the  press.  The  first  two  weeks  of  programming  for  our  new  Los 
Angeles  station  (90.7  mc.  on  the  FM  dial)  will  include  some  of  the  cream  .  .  .  "Devon- 
shire Cream,"  as  TIME  once  called  it ...  of  recent  weeks  at  KPFA :  lectures  by  David 
Riesman,  Paul  Tillich,  Felix  Greene  and  others,  BBC  concerts  and  drama,  and  several 
programs  by  KPFA  commentators.  But,  more  important,  their  Folio  also  bears  strong 
evidence  of  the  rapid  strides  KPFK  has  made  toward  producing  its  own  programs,  in- 
cluding talks,  panel  discussions,  commentaries  and  studio  concerts.  We  at  KPFA  are 
tremendously  excited  about  the  new  programming  horizons  being  opened  up  by  our 


"sister  station." 


Among  the  KPFK  programs  which  will  soon  be  presented  on  KPFA  is  a  weekly 
series  which  bears  the  name  of  one  of  the  most  important  cultural  ventures  that  the 
West  Coast  has  ever  witnessed,  "Evenings  on  the  Roof."  Peter  Yates,  the  founder  of 
this  series  of  musical  and  literary  experiences  in  Los  Angeles,  himself  a  poet,  critic 
and  publisher  of  considerable  fame,  will  coordinate  a  series  of  one-hour  broadcasts 
which  will  be  devoted  to  Los  Angeles  poets,  readings  of  important  musical  articles, 
discussions  of  music  and  poetry,  and  concerts  demonstrating  the  history  of  keyboard 
instruments.  "Evenings  on  the  Roof"  will  be  heard  on  KPFA  beginning  in  early 
August. 

As  partial  atonement  for  a  recent  literary  lapse  by  our  folio  editor  .  .  .  who 
glibly  attributed  the  writing  of  "The  Organization  Man"  to  C.  Wright  Mills  in  a  recent 
Folio  .  .  .  we  present  in  this  issue  not  one,  but  two  programs  by  the  rightful  author. 
William  H.  Whyte,  Jr.  will  be  heard  in  a  recording  of  a  recent  talk  in  San  Francisco, 
broadcast  Wednesday,  July  1  at  8:45,  and  in  an  interview  with  John  Blayney  on  July  3 
at  9:30.  And,  in  answer  to  many  requests,  Mr.  Mills'  talk  on  the  Decline  of  the  Left 
will  be  rebroadcast  on  July  4. 

Studio  Concerts  are  fewer  in  this  Folio,  but  among  them  is  a  concert  by  an  old 
KPFA  friend,  too  long  absent  from  our  studios,  the  distinguished  pianist  Tanya  Ury. 
She  will  be  heard  in  a  program  of  classic  and  new  music  on  Wednesday,  June  24,  and 
the  concert  includes  a  charming  and  witty  set  of  pieces,  "New  and  Old,"  by  the 
American  composer  Wallingford  Riegger.  We  are  honored  also  to  present  the  eminent 
violinist  Joseph  Szigeti  in  a  talk  recorded  for  us  by  KPFK  at  Mr.  Szigeti's  home  near 
Los  Angeles.  Honored  especially,  since  it  was  Mr.  Szigeti  who  approached  us  with  the 
desire  to  do  this  talk  .  .  .  the  first  of  several,  we  hope  .  .  .  for  Pacifica  Foundation 
audiences.   This  program  will  be  heard  on  June  29  at  8:30. 

On  July  4  we  will  present  another  in  the  excellent  BBC  series  reconstructing 
famous  trials.  This  will  be  a  dramatization  by  F.  Tennyson  Jesse  of  the  Bywaters  and 
Thompson  Case. ,

In  June  1921,  Percy  Thompson,  a  London  shipping  clerk  just  over  thirty  years 
of  age,  was  spending  a  week's  holiday  with  his  wife  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  Edith  Thomp- 
son, four  years  younger  than  her  husband,  was  bookkeeper  and  manageress  of  a  whole- 
sale millinery  firm,  a  post  she  had  held  since  before  her  marriage.  Though  she  was  not 
pretty  she  was,  as  the  French  say,  worse  than  beautiful.  Among  the  party  of  friends 
sharing  the  Thompson's  lodgings  was  a  good-looking  young  man  called  Frederick  By- 
waters  who  liked  to  describe  himself  as  a  seaman  but  who  was,  in  fact,  a  laundry 
steward  in  a  liner.  Although  only  eighteen,  Bywaters  was  already  a  young  man  of  the 
world,  virile  and  confident.  Edith  Thompson,  unhappy  after  six  years  of  marriage  with 
her  prosaic  husband,  found  Bywaters  exhilarating;  and  they  began  to  fall  in  love  with 
each  other.  After  their  holiday,  Bywaters  went  to  live  with  the  Thompsons  as  a  paying- 
guest— at  Thompson's  invitation.  One  night,  when  returning  from  a  visit  to  the 
theatre,  Percy  Thompson  was  stabbed  and  killed.  There  was  no  mystery  as  to  who  had 
struck  the  blow — it  was  Bywaters;  but  Edith  Thompson  was  also  accused  of  the  murder, 
found  guilty  with  Bywaters,  and  both  were  executed.  Miss  Tennyson  Jesse,  a  great- 
niece  of  Lord  Tennyson,  who  was  also  intensely  interested  in  the  psychology  of  murder, 
has  based  her  script  on  the  book  in  the  Notable  British  Trials  series  of  which  she  is  an 
editor.  She  has  written  many  accounts  of  famous  trials  and  one  of  her  novels,  A  Pin 
to  see  the  Peepshow,  published  in  1923,  is  also  based  on  this  case.  Her  own  personal 
opinion  is  that  the  conviction  of  Mrs.  Thompson  was  a  miscarriage  of  justice,  and  Lord 
Birkett's  summing-up  leaves  no  doubt  that  in  the  view  of  lawyers  familiar  with  the 
facts  of  the  case,  the  charge  was  not  proved  and  the  verdict  therefore  should  have  been 
'Not  Guilty'. 

A  PLEA  FROM  THE  BELEAGUERED:  KPFA  is  manned  at  night  and  on  week- 
ends almost  exclusively  by  engineering  and  announcing  personnel,  mostly  volunteer. 
Generally  speaking,  there  is  a  considerable  backlog  of  work  which  they  must  do  in 
addition  to  the  actual  broadcasting  .  .  .  recording  programs  for  future  broadcasts, 
editing  or  dubbing  tapes,  writing  continuity.  We  would  like  to  request,  therefore,  that 
listeners  with  questions  pertaining  to  business  or  programming  telephone  the  station 
whenever  possible  during  business  hours,  weekdays  9  to  5.  There  is  little  chance, 
usually,  that  the  person  to  whom  you  should  speak  will  be  around  at  other  times,  and 
we  would  rather  not  have  a  hard-working  once-a-week  volunteer  placed  in  the  position 
of  having  to  speak  for  KPFA  policy.

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Absurd  exaggeration  and  the  solicited  testimonial  are  no  newcomers  to 
the  advertising  scene;  these  examples  were  clippd  from  the  pages  of  the 
Ladies  Home  Journal  for  1893,  and  they  seem  to  incorporate  the  worst 
features  of  modern  advertising. 

We  don't  think  we  shall  be  accused  of  undue  emphasis  if  we  state  that 
while  many  of  our  advertisers  have  found  the  KPFA  Folio  to  be  a  reward- 
ing avenue  for  reaching  the  consumer,  others  tell  us  that  it  was  a  sheer 
waste  of  money.  In  a  testimonial  (unsolicited)  W.  M.  stated:  "You  will  be 
interested  in  knowing  that  the  ad  has  brought  nearly  30  inquiries  about 
my  tour  of  the  Soviet  Union.  At  that  rate,  it's  worth  its  weight  in  uranium." 
A  family  which  claims  to  derive  its  income  from  a  three  line  classified  ad 
sent  a  message  to  us  on  the  back  of  a  picture  postcard  from  Mexico:  "We 
are  on  a  long  vacation.  Please  repeat  our  last  ad  in  the  Folio  mailed  on 
or  after  Feb.  5th  .  .  .  having  a  lovely  time.  Proof  that  it  pays  to  advertise 
in  the  KPFA  Folio!" 

R.  M.,  in  renewing  his  yearly  contract,  wrote:  "This  ad  has  been  pulling 
very  well."  On  the  othec  hand,  F.  and  B.  each  said  (in  effect)  "count  me 
out;  if  I  want  to  contribute  I'll  do  it  directly  from  now  on."  What's  the 
reason?  It's  not  easy  to  define,  but  if  you  have  a  product  or  service  which 
primarily  or  exclusively  appeals  to  or  is  in  demand  by  intelligent,  inquisi- 
tive, cultured  people  of  all  ages,  there  is  no  better  place  for  you  to  adver- 
tise than  in  the  pages  of  the  KPFA  Folio.
